T his intensive course in 
ag ricu ltu re for busy 
farm ers

throughout 
the

S tates as one of the best', and each 
year students come from th e north, 
east, sounth and west to receive 
instruction. 
S tatistics on short course stud­ 
en ts which have been kept by the 
college of agriculture show that the 
graduates have increased the yield 
per acre of their crops and have 
raised prize cattle and hogs aftei 
applying the knowledge gained in 
the ,-hort course. 
Investigations a few 
years 
ago 
showed that in a certain section of 
the sta te w here the average yield 
of corn per acre w as twenty-eight 
bushels, th ree or four short course 
graduates in the sam e section were 
getting forty 
bushels 
per

through scientific m ethods of fa n n ­ 
ing w hich they learned during their 
com paratively few m onths of study 
in the short course. 
Several short course
